Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the searched prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
invention having the recited limitations including a heat sink having a main cooler unit 
formed by metal members, a fluid channel, a cooling region for positioning a 
semiconductor laser and a resin layer continuously coated onto the outer wall surface 
and inner wall surface, except on the cooling region, of the main cooler unit.
